MERRIMACK COUNTY CONVENTION 
OF 1939 


Concord, N. H., January 11, 1939 


In accordance with a notice from the Speaker of the 
House the Merrimack County Delegation met, for the pur- 
pose of organization, in the House Balcony directly follow- 
ing the afternoon session. Mr. Baker of Concord was 
unanimously elected temporary chairman and assumed the 
chair during the election of a permanent chairman, and Mrs. 
MacPhee, temporary clerk. The roll having been called, 
and a quorum assured, Mr. Donald Saltmarsh of Concord 
was unanimously elected permanent chairman of the delega- 
tion. On nomination by Mr. Sanderson of Pittsfield of Mr. 
John Perkins of Pittsfield as permanent clerk, Mr. Perkins 
was unanimously elected. It was moved and seconded that 
an executive committee of five members be appointed by the 
chair; the motion prevailed. There being no further busi- 
ness on hand, the delegation voted to adjourn to the call of 
the chair.

Al- 
though a quorum was not present, it was decided to hear the 
report of the Budget Committee and to defer action until 
later. The report was presented by Representative Alfred 
Cloues of Warner. It was announced that another meeting 
of the Convention would be held at the State House, Con- 
cord, Wednesday, May tenth.

Resolved: That the sum of $498,082.09 be and hereby is 
appropriated for the year 1939 as detailed in the report and 
recommendations of the Budget Committee and that. the 
County Tax for the year be $400,642.35. Motion carried. 
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On motion of Mr. Tilton of Concord :— 


Resolved: That any unexpended balance remaining on 
hand at the end of the fiscal year of 1939 be applied to re- 
duce the amount to be raised by County Tax for year 1940. 
Motion carried. 


On motion of Mr. Maxham of Concord :— 


Resolved: That the sum of $471,615.00 be and hereby is 
appropriated for the year 1940 as detailed in the report and 
recommendations of the Budget Committee and that the 
County Tax for the year be $447,065.00. The motion was 
carried. There being no further business Mr. Baker of 
Concord moved to adjourn subject to the call of the chair.

REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack County here- 
with present the annual report of the Commissioners, Treas- 
urer, Solicitor, Sheriff, Clerk of the Court, Auditors, Super- 
intendent of County Farm and House of Correction, Farm, 


Physician, and Chaplain for the year ending December 31, 
1939. 


COUNTy FARM 


The year 1939 brought no change in the administration 
of affairs at the Farm. Ever since the new hospital addi- 
tion was built, there has been an almost constant increase 
of applications for care which has resulted in practically a 
capacity population most of the time. The buildings are 
all in good condition, as all repairs are being made at all 
times when needed. Once again we are glad to be able to 
express our appreciation to Superintendent and Mrs. Lorden 
and their efficient staff which has made the present satis- 
factory condition possible. We are not unmindful of the 
faithful service rendered to the sick by Dr. A. A. Beaton, 
who so promptly responds to all calls to those in need of 
medical care. An invitation is extended to all those inter- 
ested to read the report of the Superintendent, on another 
page, for full details pertaining to the Farm. 


WELFARE AND RELIEF 


Statistics show that the number of relief cases chargeable 
to Merrimack County dropped from 755 on January 1, 1939 
to 698 on January 1, 1940. Under the new settlement law 
which went into effect on June 1, 1938, 75 cases which had 
been the financial responsibility of the several towns and 
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cities prior to the new law, were transferred to the County 
and became its responsibility. 

The effect of this new law will be that eventually the 
Counties of the State will be required to finance a very 
large percentage of the poor relief, with no reimbursement 
from the State or Federal Government. 


As the County has no source of income except direct 
taxation, we believe some change should be made in the 
law to relieve this situation, possibly by diverting to the 
counties, cities and towns some of the revenue received by 
the State from other sources of income other than direct 
taxation on real property. Under the present law, neither 
the State or Federal Government make any reimbursement 
for regular relief, aid to soldiers, or child boarders to the 
counties, cities or towns. Old Age Assistance is financed 
25% by either the towns, cities or counties, 25% by the State 
and 50% by the Federal Government.

FINANCES 


The Financial Balance Sheet on the following pages show 
that the finances of the county are in a very satisfactory 
condition. The county debt was reduced $33,213.12 for 
the year 1939 and the county tax was reduced $22,677.65 
below the 1938 assessment. Expenditures were kept $47,- 
627.81 inside the appropriation made by the 1929 legisla- 
tive delegation. Cash on hand at the end of the year was 
$72,654.09. After deducting $20,701.32 to cover outstand- 
ing bills which had not been presented for payment at the 
close of the year, leaves a balance of $50,952.73 available 
for reduction of the county tax budget for 1940. 

In submitting this report, we wish to thank the members 
of the 1939 convention, the several overseers of the poor 
in the cities and towns and to all other officials and citizens 
for their co-operative interest and help in a time which it 
is so much needed.

The following report of the Solicitor at the April and 
October Terms of the Superior Court for Merrimack 
County for the year 1939 is hereby presented:

Juvenile problems arising in the several Municipal Courts 
have been investigated, and assistance has been rendered by 
the New Hampshire Child Welfare Department and other 
social agencies. Non-support cases have been very numer- 
ous in the County and in most instances were adequately 
handled by the City and State Probation departments to a 
satisfactory conclusion. 

All complaints, whether misdemeanors or felonies have 
been investigated under supervision of this office by the 
City, Town and State Police or the Sheriff’s department 
either separately or jointly. Complete and adequate reports 
concerning the same have been filed with this office and 
prosecution was instituted when deemed advisable and 
proper. 

Certain recommendations could be made which would in- 
crease the efficiency of this office, but the Solicitor hesitates 
to specify them because of the additional expense which 
they would entail by placing added tax burdens upon the 
citizens and tax-payers of the County.
